I've got a TV-2B/U, and my impression is that the TV-2 series sets the=20 
standard for tube testers. Except for the main signal meters, the other=20 
meters are just for setting tube parameters. The TV-2 testers are very=20 
versatile, and will check rectifiers, magic eye tubes, voltage=20 
regulators, etc., and even a limited number of transmitting tubes (the=20 
811A, for instance). The data base of tubes is very comprehensive. The=20 
TV-2s are also made to military specifications and are easily serviceable=20 
(though figuring out the switch wiring is a chore). The downside is that=20 
they are relatively bulky. Because they have become highly coveted, they=20 
often command prices of several hundred dollars. The asking price of $200=20 
for yours is a bargain, although it might not seem so to those of us who=20 
picked our up in an earlier era for $25. 


The other, common military tester is the TV-7, which is a smaller, less=20 
sophisticated tester. Many people swear by them, however, and I'm sure they= 
=20 


are easier to use. I don't know wheher they give as good a results as the=20 
TV-2, however. I'd suspect not, but perhaps other guys on the list can=20 
provide guidance.

Montreal, 19/08/2003 fA A draft decision document to help determine whether 
lead should be the subject of a North American Regional Action Plan is now 


available for public comment. 


Prepared for the Commission for Environmental Cooperation (CEC), the draft 
Decision Document on Lead under the Sound Management of Chemicals Initiative 
follows an evaluation conducted by the Commission's Substance Selection Task 
Force (SSTF). The SSTF concluded that mutual concern exists for possible 
trinational action. 


The Decision Document, and associated public comment period, is the 
next-to-last step in the process to determine whether lead should be the 
subject of trinational action. Canada, Mexico and the United States have 
each initiated actions to reduce releases of lead to the environment in 
their respective countries. 


Lead is a significant environmental contaminant because it is toxic, 
persistent, and can be accumulated and stored in biological tissues. Lead 
can enter the food chain following deposition on soil, in surface waters and 
on plants. The release of lead into the atmosphere by anthropogenic 
emissions is the primary source of lead in the environment. 


The public comment period ends 3 October 2003, at 17:00 EST. Comments on the 
draft decision document on lead should be sent in writing, electronic mail 
or fax to:
